Contents of Distribution Disk 


Design Program 


Your Distribution Disk contains no System, Finder or Printer Driver. As a result it is not a bootable 
disk, which means you cannot turn your Macintosh on, insert the disk and expect it to run. 


You should copy your new Design program from this distribution disk to one of your system 
disks, or to a blank disk, and run it with your own system. 


The reason for doing this is simple: 


Since there are so many different combinations of System, Finder and Printer Driver versions used 
by Macintosh owners, we assume you will want to run Design with your usual system, rather than 
whatever combination we might place on the disk. If you are in doubt about how to get Design 
running, do the following: make a copy of the original disk that came with your Macintosh; drag to 
Trash everything on this copy, except the System, Finder and Imagewriter Icons; copy Design to 
this disk. This disk will now startup as usual.

Caveats 


Save Early and Often 


It is good practice to Save your diagram often. Since the Save operation takes very little time, even 
for large diagrams, remembering to do this frequently will not detract from the important work you 
do with Design. 


It will protect you from situations where you lose something, or the system decides to behave 
poorly. In this case, you will have a recent copy of your diagram on the disk, which can be 
re-opened. 


Save Prior to Printing 
Some combinations of System versions and LaserWniter Drivers have produced undesirable results 


when canceling printing operations in Design. In light of this, we strongly recommend that you 
Save your diagram before attempting to print.

A palette is a special type of page which contains a collection of frequently used objects and 
ombinations of objects (those connected to each other). 

e palette is usuaily made smaller than other pages, and positioned to one side, so it can be 
visible when other pages are being used. 
















What is a palette: 





e palette can be used to tailor the diagramming environment to a specific application. Special 
sishapes and object combinations can be stored in a palette, and then used in a diagram using 
only two mouse clicks. 






Why is it used: 








A palette is created as a normal page. After filling it with objects, it is turned into a palette by 
using the Page—Attributes menu choice, and selecting Palette ‘On’. It is often useful to reduce the 
ize of the palette window so other pages are visible along side it. When finished creating a 

palette, choose another page to make a diagram. 





How to Make One: 





With a regular page as the current page, select a palette object by clicking on it. The palette 
object is highlighted. (If a combination is selected, only one item is highlighted). Observe the

How to Use it: Position the cursor on the current page and click again. The object or combination is then 
opied onto the current page.
